Romulus Schedules Public 


Hearings on No Hunting Ban 


R 0 M U LUS-State 
Representative Edward E. 
Mahalak (D) Romulus has 
called on all interested 
Romulus Township residents 
to attend a hearing on a 
proposed hunting ban in the 
township. 

The Public Hearing will 
be at 7:30 p.m. on Nov. 21 in 
the Romulus High School 
gymnasium. 

The ban on hunting has 
been suggested because of 
complaints by the residents. 
The Hearing was scheduled 
by Representative Mahalak. 

He said that the Michigan 
State Police, Wayne County 
Sheriffs Department, State 
Department of Natural 
Resources and the Romulus 
Township Board have been 
invited to have representa- 
tives at the meeting. 

* * * * 

“IN THE five years I have 
been in the Legislature and 
during the ten y&ars in which 
1 served as Justice of the 
Peace, I have heard numerous 
complaints about hunting in 
the township,” Mahalak said. 
“We have reached a point 


now where we Romulus 
Township residents must 
make a decision on whether 
we want hunting to continue 
in the township.” “The 
Public Hearing Is a 
preliminary step toward the 
elimination of hunting in the 
Township,” Mahalak stated. 

Opinions at the Hearing 
will be taken under 
consideration by a hunting 
area control committee, 
which is composed of 
representatives of the 
Department of Natural 
Resources, State Police and 
Township Board. 

If the committee decides 
that hunting constitutes a 
danger of disturbance to the 
community, it can 
recommend to the Township 
Board that hunting be 
banned. This can be 
accomplished by a local 
ordinance passed by the 
Board. 

THE TOWNSHIP BOARD 
already has such an ordinance 
under study. 

“Because of the growth of 
the Township,” Mahalak said. 


“there is a question as to 
whether or not hunting 
should continue there. I was 
pleased to assist by arranging 
for this Public Hearing, but 
the final decision must be 
made by Township residents 
and their elected local 
officials.” 

Letters, advising them of 
the Hearing, have been sent 
to Township residents. “I 
hope that as many persons as 
possible take the time to 
attend this important 
Hearing,” Mahalak said. “If 
they are at all interested in 
this matter, now is the time 
for them to express their 
feelings on whether they 
want to see hunting 
continued In Romulus or 
whether they want It 
banned.”

PoliceChief Asks Drivers Not 
Wait on Winter Car Care 


ROMULU S— Chief of 
Police Jacob J. Koch has 
expressed concern over 
upcoming problems of 
keeping Romulus’ emergency 
services operating efficiently 
during the winter months 
ahead. 

Chief Koch stated that 
whether a badly needed 
public emergency vehicle gets 
through often depends on a 
private auto’s “go-power,” 
rather than its own. 

“It should be obvious that 
snowy or icy roads can bring 
traffic to a standstill,” Chief 
Koch pointed out, “as traffic 
becomes hopelessly snarled 
because of stalled cars.” 
Somebody simply waited 
until it was too late to get 
prepared. 

“Not so obvious, but just 
as frustrating are cold or 
frosty mornings. Cars stall 
and a traffic tieup results.” 


THE CHIEF emphasized 
that municipal vehicles 
undergo carefully planned 
maintenance check-ups well 
in advance of the first 
disabling winter weather. 

He offered some 
“go-power” suggestions, 
based on recommendations of 
the National Safety Council’s 
Committee on Winter Driving 
Hazards which have been 
endorsed by the International 
Association of Chiefs of 
Police: 

“Go-power in cold 
weather calls for a well-tuned 
car,” according to Chief 
Koch. “The car’s points, 
plugs, timing, and a 
waterproof electrical system 
must be backed up by a lively 
battery. Call on a professional 
mechanic. Have him also 
inspect and adjust the brakes; 
check the radiator and 
windshield washer for the 
right kind of anti-freeze. 


“All lights should be 
working and headlights 
properly aimed.” 

* ♦ * 

“WIPER BLADES must 
wipe clean. They should be 
replaced with live rubber if 
they smear. Wiper arm 
pressure must be adequate to 
clear away snow and slush - 
the correct pressure is an 
ounce to the inch of blade 
length.” 

The Chief went on to say 
that tires must have good 
tread. He recommended snow 
tires or studded tires for 
added traction. “But tire 
chains give the maximum 
traction; see that they’re the 
right size for your tires, and 
replace any broken links.” 

The Chief said go-power 
when the roads are slick 
depends on having emergency 
equipment in your trunk - 
booster cables, tow chains,

\ designated. Veterans Day. 

Armistice Day is the anniversary of World War 
1 in 1918; and while, since 1954, it has been 
celebrated as Veterans Day, its purpose remains the 
same. It is a day devoted to honoring the millions of 
men who have given their lives and their services to 
their country in the armed forces. 

Originally it was a day of speechmaking and 
resurging patriotism. Every family displayed the 
American flag with pride and humble gratitude for all 
that it represented-the freedom and security of our 
homes, the protection of the individual against 
oppression from whatever source and a guamtee of 
respect for the U.S. by all nations. 

THERE ARE those who are inclined to view the 
flag and patriotic observances as anachronisms and 
somewhat juvenile. 

These cynics may have had their eyes opened to 
the fact that the flag is far from a dead symbol when 
they looked about them following the death of 
former president Eisenhower. 

Flags flew from millions of homes and public 
buildings. Mr. Eisenhower symbolized the greatness 
of a nation, just as does Veterans Day. On such 
occasions displaying the flag is an instinctive act of all 
good citizens.

Mrs. Thomas said one 
resident of Wagon Wheels 
Trailer Park, 15400 Mott, 
Canton, reported that the 
Wagon WheeLs Park manager 
and several others were seen 


pulling flyers off the doors of 
the mobile homes there so 
the people wouldn’t know 
about the meeting Thursday 
night. 

Terry Thomas, 
Vice-President of Canton 
Mobile Homeowners Assn., 
was a little less enthusiastic 
this week after meeting with 
Walter Goldsmith, spokesman 
for management of Canton 
Mobile Village. “Mr 


Goldsmith has been very 
agreeable,” Thomas says, 
“but all we hear is ‘we’ll see’ 
or ‘We’ll look into it.’ ” 

Thomas pointed out where 
he felt Canton Mobile Village 
did not measure up to state 
laws and sanitation codes. 
‘‘Section 68 of Michigan 
Trailer Park Laws states there 
must be a fire extinguisher 
within 200 feet of each 
trailer, and there isn’t, ” 
Thomas said. 


“We also want qualified 
electricians, plumbers and 
heating men doing the repair 
work in the park. And the 
Wayne County Board of 
Health keeps promising to 
make the park clean up the 
dump i n . t h e 
back, but it hasn’t been done 
yet,” Thomas added. He said 
his group was sending a 
registered letter to state 
health officials in an effort to 
get action. 


EARLY ACTION BY SUPERVISORS PROMISED 


Study Youth Crime Programs 


DETROIT— Early action 
to implement new programs 
to combat youth crime is 
promised by the Chairman of 
the Wayne County Board of 
Supervisors in the wake of a 
year long crime study. 

Board Chairman Albert J. 
Zak indicated that an early 
step would be a decision by 
the supervisors to build a 
second Juvenile Court and 
Youth Home, west of 
Detroit. 

Results of the 
County-sponsored study 
which concluded that youth 
crime is the major law 
enforcement problem in 
Wayne County, were 
presented to the Board of 
Supervisors Nov. 3. 

*** 

THE REPORT declares 
that present programs for 
dealing with youth crime are 
“grossly inadequate.” It 
recommends major 
improvements in present 
facilities, plus sweeping new 
programs. 

The Board of Superv isors, 


meeting as the ways and 
means committee, referred 
the report to three of its 
committees for joint 
consideration and 
recommendations. 

‘These committees have 
been instructed to work out a 
formula for implementing the 
recommendations to the 
maximum extent possible,” 
said Zak, of Hamtramck, 
D-District 8. 

“The Board of Supervisors 
has given top priority to the 
youth crime problem in next 
year’s County budget,” he 
added, “and we certainly do 
not intend to have this report 
just drawing dust on the 
shelf.” 

*** 

ZAK POINTED out that 
construction of a second 
Juvenile Court — Youth 
Home is now under 
consideration by the 
supervisors planning and 
capital i m pr ov em e n t 
committee, chaired by John 
Lesinski, of Dearborn, 
D-District 20.

“I am hopeful that the 
committee will give this first 
priority,” Zak said. 

The lack of staff and space 
at the Juvenile Court — 
Youth Home is among the 
major problems cited in the 
crime study report. 

*** 

THE YOUTH HOME is at 
nearly twice its designed 
capacity of 220 youngsters. 
Some 3,000 offenders 
brought to Juvenile Court by 
police in a year are released 
without any service 
whatsoever due to the heavy 
caseload. 

Zak said the most likely 
location for the second 
juvenile facility is the large 
tract of County-owned land 
on which Wayne County 
General Hospital is located at 
Michigan Ave, and Merriman 
in Westland. 

The rapid population 
increase west of Detroit and 
travel distances to the present 
juvenile facility on Detroit’s 
east side will be important 
factors in determining the 
location, Zak said. 

The Board of Supervisors 
established a $4 million 
building fund in next year’s 
budget. They also secured 
special state legislation which 
makes it possible to finance 
buildings from payments for 


a County water treatment 
plant which was sold to 
Detroit. 

*♦* 

THE CRIME STUDY was 
directed by Hubert G. Locke, 
former aide to the Detroit 
police commissioner and now 
director of religious affairs at 
Wayne State University. 
Policy group for the study 
was the Wayne County 
Coordinating Committee on 
Crime Control and 
Prevention. A multi-agency 
body. . 

The three supervisors 
committees to which the 


report was referred were 
instructed to meet jointly 
with Locke and the 
Coordinating Committee in 
preparing their 
recommendations. 

The Locke report 
concludes that a ‘‘losing 
battle” is being waged against 
crime and recommends 29 
new programs. It declares 
that the “total resources of 
the County must be 
mobilized to work 
constructively with youth 
before they become 
delinquents or juvenile 
offenders.”

Because a store with 
2,000 square feet of space requires two 
lavatory facilities does not mean that a store 
with 10,000 square feet of space will require 
10 .

Would you believe I paid $100 to hear Gov.

Neither would I. So let the truth be told: I was 
present on an editor’s discount, which is better 
than that given clergymen. But everyone else at 
the banquet, which covered a whole basketball 
court with no room to dribble, paid 100 bucks for 
a $5 dinner. The idea was to raise money to help 
Michigan Republican legislators get re-elected. And 
if I’d keep my big mouth shut, a lot of influential 
people might think I’m a rich Republican, thus 
refuting the often-heard rumor that I’m a poor 
Communist. 

(Actually, I’m a prohibitionist. I drink, but I 
want to bring back bootlegging so George Raft 
won’t have to make those degrading TV 
commercials. That’s no kind of work for a 
self-respecting crook). 

However, the price of the meal really doesn’t 
matter. Free or $1,000, 1 probably would have left 
before the speech anyway. And this is nothing 


against Reagan. True, he was a pretty bad actor. 
The only movie I liked him in was Kings Row, 
when he got chopped in half. And also true, he is 
not my idea of what a governor should be in the 
20th century - or even the 18th. I keep having 
this nightmare where he is elected president and 
appoints John Wayne secretary of defense. 

But still, 1 should have stayed and listened to 
Reagan.

I try to make notes on what the man 
says before he says it. For instance, if Ronald 
Reagan says “I have no objection to college 
students speaking their minds,’’ I know his next 
word is going to be “but.” Or if President Nixon 
says “The 1954 Supreme Court decision outlawing 
segregation in our schools must be enforced,” I 
know his next words will be, “However, we must 
move slowly.” 

And so on. Everytime I’m right, I reward 
myself by taking a long look at the prettiest broad 
in the place, usually a waitress. When I’m wrong, 
my punishment is having to eat one of the cold 
green peas which I’ve hidden under my napkin. 

This game doesn’t prevent the twitching, rash 
and pausea, but it keeps me from thinking about it 
and scratching in public.

The days of Paul Bunyan and other brawny 
American heroes is over. Today’s problems are just 
not going to be solved by muscle-bound men. 

Paul Bunyan, with ax in hand, carved his way 
through the north woods, felling trees and making 
way for civilization. This legendary figure made a 
name for himself by conquering nature, and in a 
sense, destroying it. 

He is hardly a fit hero for today when it has 
become apparent than man must conserve nature, 
rather than destroy it. 

What would Paul Bunyan do today if he were 
faced with crime in the streets or poverty? Perhaps he 
would suggest a solution advocated by many 
Americans: lock up the criminal and kick the poor 
man in the pants to get him off his duff. 

The direct approach may have been quite the thing 
when chopping down trees. But the same approach 
does not work when dealing with crime or poverty. 

Certainly too few police is a real problem and a 
very serious one. On the other hand, if every* citizen 
in a city of 50,000 were bent on committing crimes, 
how big a force would be needed to prevent them 
from doing so? 

More police with better training and more 
equipment is a necessity. But perhaps the reason 
there is so much crime today is that ten or fifteen 
years ago many small boys grew up in miserable 
neighborhoods, without much family life and got 
rotten educations. 

Now grown up he may be completely alienated 
from society with little respect for other people’s 
property and other people’s lives. 

Similarly people slough off the problem of poverty 
by saying “It’s their own fault, they’re just lazy.” Is a 
man poor because he doesn’t have money? Or does he 
lack money because he “thinks poor” - that is, 
believes that he will never have any money or amount 
to anything because his father never did or his 
grandfather before him. 

Saying that he’s lazy is just avoiding the real 
question. Does he have the same equipment to 
succeed that a middle class citizen does? Does he have 
the same health, the same education, the same goals 
and aspirations, the same belief in himself and his 
worth? I think not. 

It’s probably just as well that Paul Bunyan rests 
peacefully in the pages of some American folklore 
book. He would probably be sad if he found out that 
life in America isn’t as simple as it used to be. 


John V. Lindsay is a Republican, or was, until 
the New York City mayoral election last week. 

Lindsay, repudiated by his own party in the 
primary last September, was elected to a second 
term on the Liberal party ticket, with help from 
about 15 percent of his supporters who chose him 
on a separate Independent ticket. 

Technically, Lindsay should be anathema to his 
party, since he refused to abide by the party 
verdict in the primary. Party politics usually leaves 
little room for bad losers. 

But in reality, Lindsay is something of a 
national hero. He showed his own Republican 
party how foolish they were to reject him in the 
first place, since the majority of New York City 
voters wanted him anyway. So who is the loser? 
Certainly not Lindsay, but almost certainly his 
own party. 

Rogers Morton, the Republican national 
chairman, was on the hotspot when he said that 
Lindsay could come back into the party, if the 


local party would take him. If the local party 
refuses to take Lindsay, they will be rejecting the 
Mayor of the nation’s largest City — no small 
power base. If the party takes him back, they will 
have to swallow their pride and admit they were 
wrong. 

Chances are that the Republicans still want 
John Lindsay. But John Lindsay may not want the 
Republican party. If he does not want the party, 
he will have to become a Democrat, which seems 
unlikely, or he will have to start a new party, 
almost certainly a Liberal Party. 


As one of the rare men in public life who win 
office outside the two-party system as we know it, 
John Lindsay has proved that it can be done. He is 
living proof. 

There are going to be a lot of liberals, in both 
the Republican and Democratic parties, who could 
be attracted with a little prodding, to a new 
Liberal party. Most liberals have so far been 
content to live within the framework of the 


Democratic party. Republican liberals have always 
run the risk of living a lie — like Senator Edward 
Brooke seemed to be when he supported President 
Nixon. 

The Democratic party's broad base has made 
room for the liberals, although most liberals are far 
from satisfied with a Democratic party that counts 
on their votes, but often ignores their presence 
when it comes time to nominate candidates and 
take stands on the issues. 

Could Lindsay do it? A lot of party 
professionals on both sides of the fence would 
dearly love to know. Lindsay’s victory is very 
likely the kind of political phenomenon that could 
open the door to the birth of an important third 
party. 

If the Democratic party is smart, it will smell 
the coffee in time to save the bacon for their own 
team. 

The party has done it before. It can almost 
certainly do it again.

THROUGHOUT his 
speech he suggested ways to 
put a “dent” in it, but in the 
end he said no laws could 
hurt organized crime as much 
as the expression of ones own

Does Your Teen Eat Sensibly? 


Last year the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
issued a report on the 
American diet which seemed 
to indicate that we’re not 
eating well enough, and that 
only half of our households 
had diets the researchers 
could class as “good.” (A 
“good” diet was one that 
contained recommended 
allowances of the several 
nutrients studied.) The report 
has since sparked much 
controversy, partly because 
some experts feel that 
recommended allowances for 
some nutrients are higher 
than needed. They also 
questioned the report because 
food eaten away from home 
(very considerable for many 
people these days) wasn't 
included in the research. 

However, the report was 
intended to give a broad 
picture of what Americans 
are eating these days, and 
most nutritionists agree that 
there's still room for 
improvement in many 
individuals’ diets. And while 
most teen-agers’ diets perhaps 
aren’t the total disaster areas 
once thought, other studies 
indicat? that the most 
problems are apt to appear in 
this age group, and 
particularly among teen-age 
girls. 

Just how do you go about 
bridging the “generation gap” 
in getting more of the right 
sorts of food into your 
teen-ager? As you well know, 
nagging (bad psychology for 
any age) doesn't help. And 
just having the right foods 
around the house isn’t the 
whole solution - you must be 
a little clever in presenting 
them in a “groovy” form. 

Two cookies along these 
lines are Chinese Almond 
Cookies and Coconut Date 
Scrambles. The latter is 


actually more of an unbaked 
confection - fun and quick to 
make - you just “scramble” 
them up in a skillet and shape 
them into balls. Both cookies 
include Post Super Sugar 
Crisp Puffed Wheat, crunchy 
and flavorful. besides being 
nutritious.

2 Vi cups sifted all- 
purpose flour

2 tablespoons water 

1 teaspoon almond extract 

3 cups honey -flavored 

puffed wheat 

1/3 cup blanched almonds, 
halved or slivered 

Sift flour with sugar, 
baking powder, and salt. Cut 
in butter until mixture 
resembles cornmeal. Add egg, 
water and extract. Stir until 
mixture comes away from 
sides of bowl. Knead until 
smooth. Chill until mixture is 
firm enough to handle. Shape 
into balls the size of a walnut. 
Roll each in cereal. Place on 


greased baking sheets. Make 
an indentation in top of each 
cookie and fill with almonds. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 20 
to 25 minutes or until edges 
are brown. Cool on rack. 
Makes about 4 dozen cookies. 


Coconut Date Scrambles 

1 cup chopped dates 
Va cup sugar 

2 eggs, well beaten 

1 cup chopped walnuts 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 cups honey-flavored 

puffed wheat 
1-1/3 cups (about) 
flaked coconut 


Combine dates, sugar, and 
eggs in a skillet. Cook over 
medium heat, stirring 
constantly, until mixture 
pulls away from sides of 
pan--about 5 minutes. 
Remove from heat. Stir in 
walnuts and vanilla until 
thoroughly mixed. Then 
carefully stir in cereal. Cool 
slightly. Moisten hands in 
cold water and shape mixture 
into small balls. Roll in 
coconut. Chill and store in 
refrigerator. Let stand at 
room temperature about 30 
minutes before serving. Makes 
2-Vfc dozen confections.

Durable Press Clothing 
Needs Special Attention 


This is the age of durable 
press clothes — much to the 
relief of most homemakers. 
Durable press finishes, 
however, require special 
considerations, says Mrs. 
Kathleen Button, extension 
home economist for Wayne 
and Oakland counties. 

For instance, you may 
find that durable press 
clothes are warm, because the 
fabric is non-absorbant. They 
sometimes irritate the skin, 
unless they are laundered 
before they are first worn. 
And they wear out faster 
than similar nondurable press 
clothing. Above all, Mrs. 
Bufton says, soiling and 
staining are major concerns. 

“Soil can be picked up by 
durable press clothing during 
the laundry process,” she 
says. “Durable press items are 
also very susceptible to oily 
soiling. If this oil is not 
entirely removed during the 
laundering, a build-up on the 
fabric can cause graying, or a 
grimy look.” 

A new bulletin from the 
Cooperative Extension 
Service discusses some of the 
laundry methods with which 
most housewives are familiar. 

Special pre-soak 
detergents, the bulletin 
explains, sometimes work 
better than some regular 
detergents, especially on 
all-cotton fabrics. Repeated 
soaking may be necessary, 
however, and this makes 
laundry a much more drawn 
out affair. 

On the other hand, regular 
detergent and bleach used as 
pre-soak agents, may be just 
as effective. 

Hot water is sometimes 
needed to remove especially 
heavy stains, and is often used

for oily stains. But, hot water 
can actually spread and set 
oily stains. It’s always a good 
idea to sponge the oil stain 
with a safe cleaning fluid 
first. 

To reduce wrinkling, wash 
and dry smaller loads, the 
bulletin suggests. But this 
requires more time, energy 
and money. The decision you 
make in choosing laundry 
methods depends on just how 
much time, money, and 
energy you feel the job is 
worth. 

The bulletin, which is 
available from your county 
extension office in Wayne, 
says that the result you want 
with your lauridry and 
durable press clothes, should 
balance with the commitment 
you can and should give to 
clothing care.

How to Dress, 
Cook Venison

how to prepare venison for the 
dinner table is now available 
through the Cooperative 
Extension Service at Michigan 
State University.

Milliken b e f ore becoming 
law. 

“I am delighted at the 
senate action and at the 
compromise worked out 
between the senate and house 
committees on this extremely 
important measure,” said 
Sen. N. Lorraine Beebe 
(R-12th District), primary 
sponsor of the legislation. 

‘‘Michigan has long needed 
this type of cohesive 
operation to tie together 
agencies dealing with various 
facets of juvenile problems. 

* * * 

“IT IS not enough that we 
wait for young people to get 
into trouble with the law. We 
must be in a position to 
provide a comprehensive 
program that will help 
children before they get into 
deep trouble. 

“I feel strongly that this 
measure would go a long way 
toward providing an 
enlightened youth program 
for Michigan.” 

Sen. Beebe said the 
compromise bill provides that 
the Director of the Office of 
Youth Services would be 
appointed by the Governor 
with senate approval. 

THE YOUTH ADVISORY 
COMMISSION would be, as 
the name implies, an advisory 
body of five members within 
the Department of Social 
Services.

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A Miracle for Donald Musser

“All I could think of was 
going through life with only 
one arm." 

This was the reaction of a 
dazed former Westland 
resident, Donald E. Musser, 
immediately after he had his 
left arm severed at the elbow 
when a packing lever started 
in motion as he was pushing a 
boxspring mattress into his 
garbage truck. Musser had 
recently moved to 41730 Van 
Bom Rd., Van Buren 
Township. 

The alertness of three 
Westland Policemen is 
credited with saving the 
35-year-old garbage 
collector’s arm. After being 
called to the scene by a 
Westland resident who lives 
near Cherry Hill and 
Merriman, Patrolmen William 
McDonald, Michael Prayer 
and Sam Burke found Musser 
dazed and bleeding. They 
quickly applied a tourniquet 
to the arm and the Westland 
Rescue Squad arrived soon 
after to rush Musser to Wayne 
County General Hospital. 

Here is where the alertness 
of the patrolmen paid off. 
With Musser speeding on his 
way to the hospital, the 
officers rummaged through 
the garbage in the truck, 
found the severed limb, and 
raced to Wayne County 
General Hospital, arriving 
almost at the same time as 
the rescue squad. 

A 15-man surgical team 
composed of hospital and

University of Michigan 
surgeons worked earnestly for 
approximately nine hours to 
restore the arm. Circulation 
was established within three 
hours and doctors are very 
hopeful he will recover 
almost full use of the arm. 

Because it was only the 
twentieth such recorded 
successful operation in 
medical history, Dr. H. J. 
Wells, general superintendent 
of Wayne County General 
Hospital, called it a great 
achievement. 

Dr. Wells announced the 
surgical “miracle" at a news 
conference last Friday 
morning although the 
operation had taken place a 
full nine days before, on 
Wednesday. Oct. 29. 

The severed limb was kept 
chilled in a physiological 
solution to keep it viable 
until it was reattached. “The 
amount of function is the 
question right now," Dr. 
Wells said. “We’re not sure at 
this time how much use of 
the arm he will have." 


“The nerve arteries were 
not reattached at this time, 
because experience indicates 
waiting until a later time is 
best,” Wells added. The 
superintendent said nerves 
generate very slowly and 
progressively and it was 
better to wait and operate 
later to restore the nerve 
arteries. 

Meanwhile, as he lays in ^ 
bed, Musser says: “I feel 
great. I was quite surprised to 
awaken from the operation 
and find my left arm in place. 

The only thing 1 could think 
of as I stood behind my truck 
after having it severed was 
that I would have to go 
through life with only one 
arm."

to get to the hospital before I 
went into the operating 
room. I imagine they were 
plenty worried and I know it 
was a long day for them,” 
Musser said. 


“I have a numb feeling in 
my upper arm and no feeling 
at all in the lower part. I have 
a pain shot each night to 
help,” the well-known Musser 
said. He’s quite well known 
after all the major televisions 
interviewed him and he 
appeared on the front page of 


quite a few major daily 
newspapers. 

Wayne County General 
Hospital was a beehive of 
activity last Friday morning 
with newspaper reporters and 
television men buzzing 
around to get the story of the 
“miracle” restoration of 
Musser’s arm. Musser, a quiet, 
soft-spoken type of 
individual, said he didn’t 
mind all the attention, that 
he was just thankful the arm 
had been replaced. 


“I want to thank everyone 
who had a part in helping 
me,” he said gratefully. 

And so this grateful man 
will have the use of his left 
arm thanks to the 
quick-thinking of three 
Westland policemen and the 
co-operation of a team of 
surgeons from Wayne County 
General Hospital and the 
University of Michigan. 

Doctors put the 
accomplishment in the 
category of a “miracle."

Blood Tests Now Available 


Free blood-screening tests 
to detect diabetes will be 
available here during the 
week of Nov. 17-22 as part of 
the search for the more than 
100,000 “hidden” diabetics 
in Michigan. 

S p o n s o red by the 
Michigan Diabetes 
Association, (MDA), a United 
Fund service, Diabetes Week 
is sponsored nationally by the 
American Diabetes 
Association of which MDA is 
an affiliate. 

Co-sponsors in Michigan 
are 35 Michigan hospitals, 
local county medical 
societies, and the Michigan 
Department of Public Health.

PERSONS PLANNING to be 
tested are advised to have a 
meal rich in sugars and 
starches two hours before 
testing, to ensure the most 
accurate result. 

A “hidden” diabetic is a 
person who has the condition 
but is unaware of it, 
explained Dr. Fred W. 
Whitehouse, president of the 
Michigan Diabetes 
Association. 

‘The presence of diabetes 
may be indicated by excessive 
thirst, excessive urination, 
loss of weight, itching, 
constant hunger, easy tiring, 
slow healing of cuts and 


scratches, and changes in 
vision,” Dr. Whitehouse said. 
“However, a person may have 
the disorder and not know 
it.” 

Anyone, even children, 
may develop diabetes, Dr. 
Whitehouse noted. But adults 
over 45 are leading candidates 
— especially when they are 
overweight. Those who have a 
history of diabetes in the 
family are even more likely to 
develop the condition. 

*** 

WOMEN ARE more prone 
than men to become diabetic, 
Dr. Whitehouse emphasized, 
and for that reason should be 
particularly alert for common 
symptoms of diabetes. 

Though there is as yet no 
known cure for diabetes, 
today's treatment methods 
can keep it under control, Dr. 
Whitehouse said. In most 
cases the patient can continue 
to lead a productive and 
active life. He can work at his 
job, marry, and raise a family. 

But all that depends on 
early detection and 
treatment. The longer 
diabetes goes undetected and 
untreated, the more serious a 
problem it becomes. Why 
wait?

'Moratorium Day’ 
Suggested by Hare 


Secretary of State James 
M. Hare has suggested a 
possible "moratorium” 
against what he described as 
“our biggest war. . .the war 
against needless traffic deaths 
and injuries.” 

Speaking at the 7th annual 
conference of Michigan 
Women’s Organizations at 
Michigan State University, 
Hare encouraged the women 
to spearhead such a 
“moratorium” which would 
“focus attention on traffic 
accidents which claim more 
American lives each year than 
the war in Vietnam has since 
it began.”

HARE ALSO urged the 
women’s groups to get behind 
a concerted effort to push 


safety programs at all levels 
of government. 

“It’s pretty obvious that 
we men haven't done the 
job,” Hare asserted. .“Perhaps 
the ladies’ groups can carry 
the ball.” 

Hare said that the entire 
national safety movement is 
characterized by “lethargy.” 

‘ The federal government 
seems to have lost some of 
the initiative it once had in 
the safety area. States. . . 
Michigan included. . .after 
some strong efforts in the 
areas of programming and 
legislation, seem to be 
wavering in the face of other 
seemingly more pressing 
problems in education, civil 
rights, water and air 
pollution.”

WE HAD quite a few 
discussions aboard the buses 
about religion and any thing 
else that might just come up. 
Sometimes these 
conversations would last for 
hours. Even more stimulating 
to me were the attempts to 
communicate with my 
Japanese host families. There 
was more than one instance 
when we would sit down and 
look up single words and try 
to build sentences. It was 
slow, but it was great. 


TRAVELING IN foreign 
countries creates some 
problems, but the kinds of 
problems you look back on 
and wish you had more such 
petty problems now. 
Transportation, food or 
weather might be a problem, 
but if you would ask any 
MYI alumni if they would do 
it all over again the answer 
would be “Yes”. 

I would do anything to 
travel to a different country 
every year and meet a 
hundred great teenagers and a 
host of new families. It would 
be impossible to find 
organizations other than 
People-to-People and Musical 
Youth International that 
carry friendship and music to 
the hearts of the people to 
the extent that the families 
cried so hard when we left. 

My experiences with MYI 
have done more for me than I 
could ever dream of doing for 
MYI; I’m just proud of being 
able to say that I traveled 
with Musical Youth 
International.

Ojq* instance 111 always 
remember was in a huge Kobe 
shopping center. A Japanese 
man came up to me and 
started talking. I didn’t know 
what he wanted or tried to 
get across, but I made him 
understand that we were: 
Americans, teenagers, visiting, 
and that we like Japan. You 
could see on his face how 
hard he worked to say 
something in English, but 
when he realized we didn’t 
understand he got 
embarassed, said thank you 
and walked away. 

He wanted so badly to talk 
to me, but he just couldn’t. I 
felt really bad because I could 
see how hard he was trying. 
There are a lot of instances 
like this occuring on an MYI 
tour, many of which you may 
never hear about, but the kids 
will never forget. We could 
communicate through smiles 
and music. 

My first meeting with a 
foreigner was the only time I 
ever had any real trouble. I 
was scared and afraid of what 
to say, but you soon realize 
everyone has the same 
problems. We share the same 
difficulties, the same 
happiness, the same strains, 
and we learn to share 
everything among ourselves. 


I have found the universal 
language. It is spoken in every 
tongue and can be used in 
any country in the world. It 
can say hello, and how are 
you, and even though I’m a 
stranger in your country I 
love being in it and I’d like to 
learn more about it and the 
people who live in it. The 
language I speak of has a 
limited alphabet but a broad 
vocabulary, and that language 
is a smile. 

Sometimes it was hard to 
keep smiling during the trying 
times. The frustrating heat, 
the eternal bus riding, the 
scores of insects. But it was 
an experience that can not 
be equaled to any 1 have had 
in my life time. 

I find my greatest source 
of knowledge, and my most 
avid interest is in people, 
especially people in foreign 
countries. However, 
previously 1 was not 
fortunate enough to be able 
to travel, until in 1968 with 
MYI.

WHAT MORE appropriate 
name than People-to-People 
can be given to an 
organization where people 
from one country can go and 
live in the homes of people in 
a different country and 
exchange views, ideas and 
friendships. 

What more appropriate 
name than Musical Youth 
International can be given to 
a group in that organization, 
when young people express 
through music a spirit of 
international goodwill that 
often can not be expressed in 
words! 

I met so many beautiful 
people and learned so many 
wonderful things. And it 
wasn’t just meeting Mexican 
people - but getting to know 
the 100 high school students 
you were traveling with, 
learning about their homes, 
right in your own country 
was a unique experience in 
itself. 


MYI has taught me many 
things; not only about music, 
but about people. It has 
taught me expression not 
only of myself, but an 
understanding of the 
expression of other people, 
and more than anything else 
in the world, this is the 
knowledge I seek.

Food Licenses Approved 


New Cooperative Extension 
Service Facility is Planned 


Wayne County plans to 
bid for $1,220,000 in State 
recreation bond money to 
help finance extensive 
improvements to the County 
park system and new 
recreational facilities. 

Nine projects worth a total 
of $1,525,000 were given 
preliminary approval by the 
County Board of Supervisors, 
meeting Nov. 6, as the basis 
for the bid for State funds. 

Under the $100 million 
State recreation bond 
program, the State will 
finance 80 percent of a 
project. A maximum total of 
$10.2 million is available 
within Wayne County, 
including Detroit. Individual 
communities are also seeking 
State funds. 

The Board of Supervisors 
acted on priority 
recommendations made by its 
planning and capital 
improvement committee, 
headed by John Lesinski, of 
Dearborn, D-District 20. 

TOP PRIORITY was 
assigned to development of a 
recreational and educational 
facility proposed by the 
Wayne County Cooperative 
Extension Service at a total 
cost of $500,000. 

The 26-acre facility would 
consist of an office and 
conference building, a 10-acre 
model farm, and extensive 
trial grounds for the growing 
of lawns, trees, shrubs, 
flowers and commercial 
vegetables and fruits. 

County Extension 
Director Donald D. Juchartz 
of Belleville predicted that 
well over 500,000 persons 
would visit the facility 
annually, including some 
150,000 children in organized 
school groups.

The increase results from a 
provision in the law requiring 
an annual review of hospital 
costs under Medicare, and an

The hospital deductible 
amount, Ball explained, is 
intended to make the 
Medicare beneficiary 


responsible for expenses 
equivalent to the average cost 
of one day of hospital care. It 
is similar to the deductible 
amounts provided in many 
auto insurance policies where 
the car owner pays the first 
$50 or $100 of a repair bill, 


and the insurance company 
pays the rest. 

WHEN A Medicare 
beneficiary has a hospital stay 
of more than 60 days he will 
pay $13 a day for the 61st 
through the 90th day,! up 


from the present $1 1 per day. 
If he has post-hospital stay of 
over 20 days in an extended 
care facility, he will % pay 
$6.50 per day toward the 
cost of the 21st day through 
the 100th day, up from the 
present $5.50 per day. 


If he needs to draw on his 
“lifetime reserve,” the reserve 
account a beneficiary can 
draw upon if he ever needs 
more than 90 days of hospital 
care in the same benefit 
period, he will now pay $26 
for each day used, instead of 


the present $22 per day. 

For Medicare beneficiaries 
who enter a hospital before 
the end of this year, the 
hospital deductible amount 
will be $44 rather than $52. 
Ball pointed out. Also, the 
dollar amounts they will pay 


toward the cost of a hospital 
stay of more than 60 days or 
for post-hospital extended 
care more then 20 days will 
be payable at the present 
rate even though the services 
may be provided in 1970 
rather than in 1969.

Belleville Bows Out Winner

Belleville's smothering 
defensive unit held John 
Glenn to only 11 plays in the 
second half enabling the 
Tigers to snap a 6-6 halftime 
knot and go on to a satisfying 
20-6 victory Friday night.

The Right of Opinion 

Once upon a time when Vesuvius was mocked it blew its 
top and Pompeii perished. 

Though this column in the past has dealt little in 
mythology— Greek or Roman— last week’s letter signed by 
officials Jerry Mu krone and Pat O’Neill made us dust off the 
ancient books of law and myth looking for reason. 

We emerged bleeding moderation. 

In the letter, O’Neill and Mulcrone, apparently on the 
behalf of their collegues, censured Inkster High School 
football head coach Sylvester Mosley for “. . .publicly refuting 
authority in athletic contests. . .jeopardizing the most 
important lesson he was hired to teach, namely, good 
sportsmanship to young men and women.’’ 

In plain English, they wanted it to be known that they have 
had it with Coach Mosley. 

That’s their prerogative. 

And, of course, a week earlier, Coach Mosley, in plain 
English let it be known, via the Sports Meridian, that he has 
had it with some officials. 

That’s his prerogative, I guess. 

Where, then, does the babel tower stand? 

Well, the controversy stems from Mosley’s statements about 
the poor caliber of officiating he and his team received from a 
foursome of officials at Taylor Center. 

The officials retaliated, because of all of the detrimental 
publicity, by refusing to officiate, the Inkster-Romulus 
football game. They also wrote letters to those involved. 

Part of the letter is lingering above, the full text is 
published in last week’s paper (Nov. 5). 

Authority 

It is, of course, a ref’s prerogative to decline to officiate. 
Even in this case where the refs had already signed their 
contracts, the school felt it should not carry the issue farther 
and dropped it. 

Why, then, should the Sports Meridian ask for an autopsy? 

There is, in our opinion, embedded in the body more 
important issues than conflict of personalities and censure of 
coaches or refusal to referee. 

The issues! The right for one to express his opinion, the 
right to express himself to the press without the fear of 
retaliation, are at stake. 

We are not certain whether the officials or Coach Mosley 
possess “YY in their chromosomes and, even if either did 
carry the mark of “superhuman,” experience shows all are 
susceptible to error. 

None is above criticism. 

And all do not have the right to express opinions. But, 
surely, Coach Mosley, after so many seasons of coaching, had 
earned the right to voice his opinion on the brand of 
officiating he received or did not receive without the fear of 
censure. 

Moreover, if Coach Mosley didn’t know what he was talking

It started on a happy and 
high note for Huron but 
when “conductor” Glenn 
Dregansky left the 
symphony, the Chiefs lost 
their harmony and the 
curtains came down on them 
and Coach Lee Smeltzer on a 
sad and low note.

about, officials should have brushed his statements aside. 
They, however, chose not to. 

Someone had some strong guilt feelings about the incident 
at Taylor. 

Subsequently, officials also have a right to their opinions. 
Their opinions, however, have far reaching consequences— on 
the outcome of the game, on the conduct of the players, on 
the conduct of the coaches, on the conduct of the fans. 

Though a coach may slip through a game, a season without 
knowing the rules, an official would scarely venture to do his 
thing on a field without a solid knowledge of the game and its 
rules. 


his opinion in this case. His right had been forfeited by his 
utter ignorance. 

And, such is the case of many controversies where the 
ignorant demand to be heard because, “they have a right to 
express their opinion.” 

The right of opinion is one earned not an inalienable one. 

When opinions, qualified ones, that is, warm in the caldron 
of controversy and reach a boiling point, tempers should be 
cooled by those who are qualified. In this case, the Michigan 
High School Athletic Association. 

However, the officials quickly set up a kangaroo court, 


charged Coach Mosley “with arrogant anti-official attitude” 
and sentenced him to an undisclosed sanatorium where he will 
be brainwashed and reconditioned into an official for the rest 
of his natural life. 

How horrible. 

The officials didn’t stop at that, either. They meted out 
punishment to the innocent also. They served notice that: “On 
October 31, 1969 we are scheduled to officiate the 
Romulus-Inkster game at Inkster. The attitude of Mr. Mosley 
leaves us no alternative but to refuse to honor that 
commitment.” 


Mosley’s action are the fault of the school, the faculty, the 
students, the players and fans as well. 

How frustrated these poor souls must be. 

But, whatever their frustrations we can not let them take 
their wrath upon these Innocent people for, if they, the 
officials are not stopped now, we’ll have more problems than 
that of someone refusing to ref a ball game. 

In declaring that they would withhold their services from 
Inkster, these humans have placed themselves on pedestals and 
like gods will not tolerate criticism. 


With that terse statement, the officials thus state that They mock Vesuvius. 


Fortunately, therefore, officials are better prepared to meet 
controversy than are coaches. They are “lawmen” and they 
back their decisions by the laws set down in the good book. 

These rules are clearly established and, only in a Met Year, 
will you see an official looking to shoe polish to pull out a 
decision. No one can deny that there would be no name of the 
game without authority. 

Authority must be respected if a goal is to be reached. 

Ironically, when an official doesn’t use or abuse his 
delegated authority, he is not a ruler of his domain, but turns 
into an instrument of injustice. There are many incidents 
where officials mistakes not only led to mayhem but to riot 
and death. 

Having the power to squelch his protagonist, the official 
therefore, is a much more important figure on the chess board 
of competition. 

Only when he loses his facilities is the official cut down in 
size and equated with the rest of the figures in the play and 
the easiest way to do this is if the official is all ears and eyes 
for the coach and the game. 

If things got out of hand at Taylor Center whom should the 
blame be placed upon? It is logical to conclude that ineptness 
by officials caused any problems. 

To reiterate, Coach Mosley and coaches have a right to be 
heard. And a right to their opinions on the quality of 
officiating. 

And officials have a right to their opinion about the quality 
of coaching and coaches. 

Unfortunately, we all don’t enjoy that right to criticize 
either group. In fact, in many cases, we don’t even have a right 
to our own opinion. 

Let me explain: A few weeks ago a German doctor 
presented a paper to his collegues on the causes of 
heartattacks. From his research, the doc discovered that 
smoking and obesity were not the major causes of fatal 
heartattacks, which we previously were led to believe. The 
doc’s opinion, based on a year’s research, concluded that 
tension sustained over an undetermined amount of years is the 
leading factor to crippling heart disease and fatal heartattacks. 

Some of his collegues, immediately disagreed. They viewed 
the doc’s research as unorthodox as Lutheran’s dictum. 

Others agreed. 

All, being doctors, had a right to voice their opinions on the 
subject. They had earned that right by their appropriate 
schooling and experience. 

But, what if the Sports Meridian, whose knowledge of 
medicine is equivalent to the width of the eye of a needle, 
slipped by the guards, strolled on the stage, grabbed the 
microphone and shouted: “Gentlemen, the doc doesn’t know 
what he’s talking about. Heartattacks are caused by 
Communists.” 

When the members of the convention, moreover, try to 
shout the Sports Meridian down, he quickly argues, “but 1 
have a right to my opinion, don’t I?”

“No other star-picture contains 
as many bright stars, and all winter long, on gazing upward, 
one feels the might and presence of this great figure.” 

The Hunter is easily recognized by the three stars, about 
equal in brightness and arranged like steps, which make up his 
belt. The Arabs called the belt stars “the string of pearls;” to 
Eskimos they were three steps cut in a snow bank; and 
Greenlanders imagined them as seal hunters lost at sea and 
placed in the sky. 

Two of the 12 brightest stars in the whole heavens are in 
Orion, according to Prof. Losh; the reddish Betelgeuse 
(representing Orion's right shoulder) and Rigel at the lower 
right hand comer that marks the Hunter's left foot.

Strada” tore your heart out 
and perhaps the biggest fault 
of the Lionel Bart-Charles K. 
Peck musical trying out at the 
Fisher is that it barely moves 
you. The Fisher has such a 
big stage, with lots of fly 
room, wings and everything 
else; you really ought to put 
something on it. 

Bernadette Peters appears 
as the waif who’s bartered to 
an insensitive strong man, 
touring the country with a 
motorcycle-cart to earn what 
little money could be earned 
in post-war Italy, breaking a 
chain with brute strength. 
Gelsomina is to play the 
drum for Zampano, the 
strong man played stoic ly by 
Vincent Beck, but she can’t 
even do this adequately and 
so Zampano makes a clown 
out of her. 

As conceived by Fellini, 
Gelomina wasn’t too bright, 
but she had a distinct 
appreciation for life which 
made it all the more crushing 
when Zampano, enraged, 
murdered an acrobat-clown 
who poked fun at him. Her 
disintegration and the 
subsequent realization by 
Zampano that he had lost his 
only chance for salvation.

Surely Peter Shaffer’s 
“Black Comedy” is a lineal 
descendent of Mack Sennett’s 
silent classics. It adapts an old 
Chinese vaudeville technique 
of lighting the stage during 
the ostensible blackouts and 
darkening the stage when the 
characters are supposedly in 
light, allowing the audience 
to watch the characters 
stumbling around in the dark, 
knocking things over, tripping 
and other low devices. 

As Shaffer applies it, a 
starving sculptor is about to 
be simultaneously visited by 
his fiance’s father and by a 
wealthy benefactor who may 
buy some of his work-and 
then there’s a power failure. 
Assorted complications 
involve the return of a gay 
neighbor unexpectedly from 
his weekend, while the 
sculptor has borrowed some 
of the neighbor’s furniture to 
impress his girl’s father, and 
the return of an old flame 
while daddy is being 
entertained. Thanks to a total 
lack of light, discovery is 
foreshadowed while the 
harried hero tries to separate 
the converging menaces. 


“Black Comedy,” is the 
opener at Meadow Brook 
Theatre, this week playing at 
the Art Institute. Director 
John Femald, unfortunately, 
has little flare for slapstick; 
he seems afraid to let go. The 
result is mild chuckles where 
there should be belly laughs. 
Then too, the cast is too 
conscious that the stage is lit; 
they should be playing as if 
they were in total darkness 
but they are unable to totally 
abandon themselves to 
darkness. The cast-Toby 
Tompkins as the sculptor, 
Bonnie Hurren as his girl, 
Richard Curnock as her 
father, Jeremy Rowe as the 
gay neighbor-is adequate but 
not spectacular. 

The companion piece is 
Albee’s “The American 
Dream,” which ten years ago 
was the end-all and be-all of 
absurd theater. Today it 
seems almost old hat. 
Director Anthony J. Stimac 
stages his disection of 
American life’s false values 
well; Barbara Byrne especially 
scores as Grandma, but 
“American Dream,” oddly 


enough is 
piece now.

Prior to the opening of the 
filmed “Paint Your Wagon,” 
there was opportunity to 
refresh memories about 
Lerner and Lowe’s first big 
hit as Eastern Michigan 
opened its season last week.

As with many college efforts 
the cast is uneven but several 
of the leads were well 
handled including Jim Grant 
as Ben Rumson (who sings 
about 1,000 times better than 
Lee Marvin), and Earl T.

Just what the automobile 
has done to modem cities 
could be a most interesting 
theme and the notion that 
municipal circulation has 
been left in the hands of the 
computers could be the basis 
for some rather wicked 


statements-but “The Italian 
Job” muffs the ball 
completely. What remains is a 
routine mod crime caper with 
improbable overtones of 
slapstick. 

Michael Caine 
masterminds an invasion of 
English crooks who seek to 
steal large amount of Italian 
gold from under the nose of 
the Mafia. The complicated 
plot requires switching a 
computer tape which controls 
all Roman traffic resulting in 
a huge traffic jam. 

What happens next 
wouldn't be believable in a 
fairy tale. An armed band 
hijacks an armored car 
snarled in traffic, stalled 
conveniently near the gang’s 
warehouse; the gang escapes 
by minicars thorugh the most 
bizarre route imaginable, 
mostly indoors. Slapstick is 
king and the film ends on the 
horns of a moral as indecisive 


as chapter 11 of a Saturday 
matinee serial -except there is 
no chapter next week. Prior 
to the robbery things precede 
at an indifferent pace.

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The Old Capitol; Disaster Country

LANSING- -Scaffolding 
left by an electrical 
contractor blocks the only 
enclosed route to safety from 
fire on the fourth floor of the 
state capitol. 

Scores could be trapped in 
a massive pileup of humanity 
in case of fire. 

The big planks of the 
scaffold rest on a two-by-four 
brace that would take 


precious minutes to move 
under ideal conditions. In an 
emergency among fearful 
people, the result would be 
disaster. 

A Panax newspaper 
reporter and photographer 
walked down the steps of the 
steel staircase built in a 
triangular area outside the 
dome. 

* ‘Even under ideal 
circumstances, that stairway 
is just a stairway,” said Lt. 
Glen Tanner, of the Michigan 
State Police fire marshal's 
division. “It's not much 
better than anyother 
stairway.” 


There are six other retreats 
from fire on the fourth floor, 
four of them open stairways 
whichwould become 
“chimneys for the smoke and 
gasses as well as flame,” 
Tanner said. 


And there are two 
elevators, which Tanner and 
Lansing Fire Marshal Philip 
Alber agreed would be the 
worst places to be with a fire 
raging through the building. 

Files bound for storage 
and lawmakers* stationery 
headed for the printer are 
piled in boxes in

the fourth floor corridors. 
Discarded wooden doors are 
stored in the far north end of 
an attic on the same floor. 

“It’s not good,” said 
Tanner. “They (the state) 
have not done anything to 
make that building safe.” 

He pointed to the open 
staircases and the necessary 
volume of paper it takes to 
operate a legislature, the 
gaping rotunda whch would 
become a flue carrying fire, 
smoke, and asphyxiating 
gasses upward. 

“That all is the bestial part 
of it,” he said. “Even that 
inside fire escape is just a 
staircase next to what could 
be a furnace. The stairways 
down are nothing but 
chimneys. 

‘‘Some of them 
(legislators) know it*s a 
firetrap. We can’t take the 
state to court, we can only 
point out what is wrong. 
They have not done the 
things necessary to make it 
safe.” 

Tanner said there are ways 
to make the building safe but 
declined to estimate the cost. 
He was asked where in the 
state capitol it would be safe 
to work. He said: 

“I don’t know where it 
would be safe to work in the 
capitol.** 

Alber said his department 
is on call to protect any state 
office building in Lansing, 
including the capitol. 
Inspections, he said, are 
handled by the state fire 
marshal's office. 

In 1966, the legislature 
installed several house trailers 
to the rear of the building for 
offices, four feet from the 
main building. Alber*s office 
“hit the ceiling on that one’ 
and demanded a 10-foot 
separation. 

Albers said the legislature 
has cooperated with most of 
his office’s informal 
recommendations, but the 
installation of wire-coated 
glass windows for fire 
resistance still hasn’t been 
accomplished. 

He said he “wasn’t at all 
happy about” the state 
drilling a hole in a first floor 
vault to get air to the official 
state seal and original records 
locked inside and the hole 
was plugged. 

Albers did have a hope for 
the 75 to 100 lawmakers and 
staff people if fire broke out 
or swept up from below to 
the fourth floor. 


He said a fire alarm from 
the capitol brings two ladder 
companies, two engine 
companies, a high pressure 
(water) company and a 
deputy chief. The department 
has two 100-foot and 85-foot 
aerial ladders. 

“We could reach anywhere 
there are people in the capitol 
building.” he said. “But most 
of the people trapped in such 
a building die from smoke 
and gas rather than flame.” 

Michigan is planning a new 
capitol and has already 
appropriated more than $6 
million to plan and start 
construction. Controversy 
rages and the three choices 
still exist: 

♦ A new capitol at up to 
$75 million. 

♦ Restoration of the 
present capitol for up to $17 
million 

♦ Doing nothing. 

There was conclusive 
evidence at hand during the 
Panax check into the 
situation to show that the 
present capitol is at present 
unsafe, would be difficult to 
expand and expensive to 
bring up to safe standards. 

Engineer William C. 
Roege, working with the 
Legislative Fiscal Agency on 
building problems, said there 
is some pressure from Lansing 
businessmen to keep the old 
capitol where it is, at 
business’ front door. 

“A few years ago, the city 
wanted to put a parking 
garage on this site so it 
appears to be a matter of 
whose ox is being gored,” he 
said. 

Problems mount annually 
with theaging capitol, now 88 
years old. 

The state gets steam for 
heat and electricity for light 
from the Board of Water and 
Light Commission of 
Lansing. There is no way to 
ventilate the building aside 
from window air 
conditioners. Besides their 
inadequacy, they ruin 
whatever esthetic quality 
remaining in the capitol’s 
exterior appearance. 

Roege estimates it will 
cost $15 million to $20 
million to restore the capitol 
even as a historical site, a 
demand of the historical 
buffs. 

“Most of the people who 
don’t want change have never 
been in the building,” Roege 
said. 

And down on the ground 
floor where the Senate 
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Appropriations Committee 
consfders Michigan’s $1 
billion plus budget every 
year, the traces of the past 
remain. 

“On a Monday morning, 
you can go into the 
appropriations Committee 
room and you can smell that 
it once was a stable,” Roege 
said. 

The room sizes are fixed in 
the capitol and engineers are 
called in to determine 
whether supporting arches 
and columns will be damaged 
before a door is out into a 
wall. 


Because the rooms are 
small, Roege said they would 
make poor display areas for 
historical artifacts. The 
original building had 180,000 
square feet of usuable space, 
reduced by 1966 to 94,000 
square feet. 

Michigan’s capitol now has 
a space efficiency ratio of 52 
per cent. The usuable space, 
under renovation would drop 
to 46,800 square feet, an 
efficiency ratio of 42 per 
cent, a figure which would be 
further reduced if the 
building were to be changed 
to meet fire regulations. 

Modem office buildings 
have an efficiency ratio of 82 
to 85 percent. 

Roege said the capitol is in 
danger of crumbling at its 
base. 

In the sub-basement which 
houses heating andother 
equipment and an area where 
school children used to have 
their sack lunches, the floors 
are below the bottom of the 
walls. 

There is an area between 
the floors and the walls which 
is a gradually cracking 
combination of cement and 
small stones. Reports show 
the weight on the soil is 
grossly in excess of modem 
standards. 

Cracks have appeared on 
the outer walls and in the 
ceilings. To engineer Roege 
this means that “one part 
wants to go one way, another 
part wants to go another 
way.” 


The building is settling 
upon itself. 

Thus fire is a critical threat 
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but there are other factors 
militating against trying to 
restore or expand the capitol 
on a patchwork basis to make 
it fit the needs of a growing 
state government. 

State Police Capt. Glenroy 
Walker, the state fire marshal, 
is calm and reasonable but 
tought. 

“The only reason he 
doesn’t (enforce regulations 
against state officials) is 
because we’re the 
legislature,” Roege said. “He 
doesn’t let anybody else get 
away with this kind of 
thing.” 

Fiscal agency experts said 
the cost of restoring the 
88-year-old capitol is rising 
12 to 15 per cent every' year. 
New construction costs are 
going up 10 to 12 per cent, or 
$500,000 a year on a $50 
million project. 

Restoration would require 
a five-year haitus for state 
government, finding another 
temporary place to operate. 
The City of Lansing has 
offered its civic center, a 
block south and west, for 
sale, but the city wants 
enough money to build 
a n other civic ce nter 
elsewhere. 


The point made by the 
engineers in mountains of 
reports over the years, by 
other charged with operating 
state buildings, and by 
legislators is this: 

Michigan’s capitol is 
endangered by fire, by 
crumbling support arches and 
by its overcrowded 
conditions. Its usable space is 
less than 50 per cent of 
efficiency and the cost 
of restoration is awesome. 

Rep. Thomas Ford 
(R-Grand Rapids), a GOP 
leader in the Housemaid: 

“As far as I’m concerned, 
it’s just a matter of when we 
tear this place down as a 
hazardous, inefficient 
building, and build a new 
capitol. 

“We’ve reached the point 
where we can’t put any more 
people and any more 
government into this 
building. It’s just a matter 
now of when we can get 
moving.”

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Victorian Kitchen Lends Beauty 


His, Hers Bathroom 
Battle Has Solution 


Back in Victorian days, 
when houses had space to 
spare and servants aplenty, 
proper families began the day 
with a ritualistic breakfast 
served in the dining room. 
With this responsibility 
dispatched, domestics tackled 
the kitchen, nannies herded 
their charges to the nursery, 
and the lady of the house 
withdrew to a private retreat 
known as the “morning 
room.” 

An English architectural 
term, the morning room is 
best described as a 
“sitting-reading-writing room 
usually with a sunny 
exposure, which was used for 


a lady's morning activities 
such as menu planning, 
checking household accounts, 
and social correspondence.” 

According to Barbara 
Brody, interior decorating 
consultant, the closest a 
modem homemaker is apt to 
get to a morning room is her 
kitchen breakfast table which 
also serves as her study, work 
and hobby area, and 
telephone and social center. 

Durable materials that are 
easy to care for and pretty 
enough to give a lift to both 
the eye and the spirits are 
essential to the morning room 
philosophy, said Miss Brody, 


who counsels the B. Brody 
Seating Company, Chicago, 
manufacturer of metal dining 
furniture. 

“And if the kitchen you 
have to live with doesn’t have 
the requisite ‘sunny 
exposure,* a measure of 
imagination and a dash of 
common sense in decorating 
can simulate the real thing 
nicely,” she said. 

Color is vitally important 
to a happy kitchen. If the 
room is small, a 
monochromatic color scheme 
that matches or blends with 
table and chairs can be the 
answer. In larger rooms,

boldly patterned wallpapers 
that climb up the walls and 
even across the ceiling can 
unify the area and lend 
warmth on the dreariest day. 

If there is no window, the 
mood of sunlight can still be 
achieved with carefully 
placed lighting, brightly 
painted walls and a few well 
chosen pictures and 
accessories. 

Equally important is the 
matter of table space and 
kitchen seating that serve as 
today’s counterparts of the 
Victorian work table and 
balloon back chairs. 

“Be conscious of size and 
scale,” Miss Brody advised, 
“and choose furnishings to Fit 
the room as well as the size of 
the family.” 

A ranch-size table, for 
example, is a splendid 


investment for a spacious 
room. But a more compact 
type may be the only choice 
for a breakfast area where 
space is tight. In both cases, 
however, the homemaker will 
find a wide variety of suitable 
“morning room” furniture 
designs to meet every demand 
of her busy kitchen. 

Current choices in the 
Brody dining furniture line 
range from exotic Oriental 
modern to the crisp lines of 
contemporary chrome and 
from the romance of 
simulated wood carvings in 
Mediterranean style to the 
cherry warmth of Early 
American in maple or pine 
finishes on hardwoods.

And in 
practically every rental 
transaction, that particular 
clause is quietly ignored by 
both tenant and landlord. 

So predominant is the 
practice of garnishing walls, 
in fact, that modern college 
dormitory rooms are often 
planned to permit and even 
encourage it, according to 
Mary Ann Wills, decorating 
consultant for Arabesque, 
Traverse City, Mich., wall 
accessories manufacturer. 

Today's collegians, like 
those before them, still 
delight in hanging posters, 
pennants, sourvenirs, and 
signs snitched from favorite 
eateries or even roadsides. 
For the span of a school year, 
they make great conversation 
pieces. And in summer, they 
provide ample work for 
painters. 

Once out of school, most 
young adults gradually 
develop a taste for wall decor 


that is more significant in 
terms of artistic value and 
lasting interest. But they still 
prefer items that rate high as 
conversation pieces, rejecting 
anything they consider 
mundane or perhaps corny. 

“At any age, individual 
taste is what should dictate 
one’s choice in wall 
accessories— for that matter, 
in all accessories for the 
home,” Miss Wills declared. 

The enormous variety of 
individual likes and dislikes 
among people of all ages is 
what guides the Arabesque 
designers in developing new 
ideas for all kinds of wall 
decor, to be created by 
woodcarvers and sculptors 
and then reproduced in 
simulated wood or other 
materials. 

Just now, for example, 
there is continuing emphasis 
on the Mediterranean design 
trend. So the latest 
Arabesque collections 
naturally have included 
numerous plaques, clocks, 
sconces, and mirrors with 
Spanish overtones. But what 


of the homemakers— and 
there are many— who haven’t 
chosen to go in for 
“Mediterranean?” Don’t 
they, too, have the urge to 
decorate? 

“The answer is yes, of 
course,” Miss Wills declared. 
“And it's for these very 
homemakers — the 
‘independents,’ if you 
will— that new contemporary, 
traditional, and transitional 
designs have also been 
created.”

‘To the dismay of heraldic 
and genealogical experts here 
and abroad, mail-order coats 
of arms have turned into a 
booming business,” she 
reported.

“If you’re more interested 
in aesthetics than in 
authenticity, however, it 
doesn’t particularly matter,” 
observed Miss Wills, who 
serves as consultant to 
Burwood Products Company, 
Traverse City, Mich., 
manufacturer of Arabesque 
wall accessories. 

“After all, it’s the mood 
that matters most in 
decorating,” she noted. “And 
if a colorful coat of arms 
helps to create the mood you 
want, why not use it?” 

Though it’s been suggested 
that people are turning to 
heraldry for a sense of 
identity in this era of 
numbers for everything, Miss 
Wills puts greater importance 
on the decorative aspect. 


“Many families couldn’t 
care less about the ancestral 
significance of heraldic 
design,” she declared. “What 
they do like is the pageantry 
and color of a centuries-old 
tradition. To some it may 
represent a status symbol, but 
to most, it’s merely a 
welcome relief from the 
starkness of modern 
architecture and possibly a 
reaction to modern art 
forms.” 

The truth of her argument 
is illustrated by the lasting 
popularity of numerous 
Arabesque wall plaques that 


capture the festive mood of 
medieval heraldry without 
pretending to represent 
anyone’s ancestors.
